SIXTH  GRADE 

During  the  past  year  the  chief  aim  of  the  sixth  grade 
has  been  to  make  physical,  mental  and  social  gains.

ening  tools,  'splicing   ropes,   fitting  tools,  repairingand 
oiling  harness,  and  simple  farm  carpentry. 

Last  spring  the  Agriculture  students  constructed  a 
pheasant  brooder  for  the  Pleasant  Lake  Conservation  Club.
